A faichfull Miniſter may ſay to his peo · 
ple be they never fo great, ſome what like 
as Paul to Agrippa, Act. 26.29. I would 
to God that not only ſome few, but all 
that hear the word preacht, were not on- 
ly almoſt, but altogether ſuch as might eat 
of this Supper, O bleſſed is chat man 
whom God makes as a fruitfull vine, that 
his ſpirituall children like olive plants are 
round about this Table, As many arrows 
in the hands of a mighty man, O happy 
is he that hath his quiver full of them, his 
crown, glory, and joy. Yet alas! lit tle 
is the number we dare accept at this Sup»
